Olden, of Bev­ 
erly Hills, broke the 120 high 
hurdles with a time of 14.8.

Dennis Hester's dazzling 880 
victory and Hester and Don 
Forth's tie in the high jump 
were the only firsts for the 
Tartars despite their second 
place tie.

Dick Dorsey's 220 record 
broke a 22-year-old record set 
back in '32 by Draper of Hunt- 
ington Park and 100-yard dash 
was run in 9.7, one-tenth of a 
second under the old record.

McKay's pole vault, record 
broke a previous mark set by 
Inglewood In 1940.

Although Santa Monica's Toll­ 
man took first in the mile, Tor­ 
rance placed three men in the 
scoring: Guerra. second; Stan­ 
ford and Ruffle, fourth and 
fifth.
